a rising voltage period and a falling voltage period, and a reset waveform applied to the 
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first electrodes gradually rises during the rising voltage period and gradually falls during 
the falling voltage period; further setting the plurality of discharge cells in the second reset 
period; selecting at least one discharge cell from among the plurality of discharge cells in 
the address period; and discharging said at least one discharge cell in the sustain period.
